Reasons for Allowance 

Examiner acknowledges a submission of the amendment filled on 11/06/07. 
Claims 1-6 & 8-19 have been kept original, claim 7 has been amended and no claims 
have been cancelled. No new claims were added. It also included remarks/arguments. 

Amendments and arguments have overcome rejection 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

Claims 1, 7, 13 & 19: the closest references are: "Precharge Circuit Having 
Microprocessor Based Firing Angle Control Circuit" Skibinski et al. US Patent 5483142 
Issued on January 09, 1996 & "Electrical Apparatus Including Interlocking Circuit For 
ground Fault Sensor" Wilson et al. US Patent 3697810 Issued on October 10, 1972. 

Skibinski et al.'142 discloses a protection circuit comprising: a control circuit (Col. 
3 lines 14-18) for controlling switching of at least one switch (Fig. 3 element 54) of a 
power transfer device, the at least one switch controlling charging of a reservoir 
capacitor of the power transfer device across which a load is applied when in use (Fig. 3 
element 60); a circuit for detecting a voltage in at least one of the power transfer device 
or the load, and for sending a signal to the control circuit responsive thereto (Fig. 3 
elements 77, 78); and a precharge driver circuit for pre-charging the reservoir capacitor, 
the precharge driver circuit being enabled by the control circuit responsive to receipt of 
the signal from the detecting circuit, wherein when enabled, the precharge driver circuit 
attempts to precharge the reservoir capacitor to a voltage level sufficient for switching of 
the at least one switch to proceed without damaging the at least one switch (Fig. 3 
element 62, 64, 66, 68, 70, 71a, 71b, 72, 74, 76, controlled by element 78 when 
receiving a signal from element 77). 
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Sklbinski et al.'142 does not disclose tlie detecting circuit being a fault detecting 
circuit and a floating power transfer device, both requirements of claims 1, 7, 13 & 19. 

Wilson et al.'SIO discloses a ground fault sensor circuit with a ground fault 
sensing circuit (Fig. 1 element 32") and the load in a floating condition when the 
breakers are open (Fig. 1 elements 250A, 250B, 250C, 250N). 

The capacitor 60 of Skibinski et al.'142 will be in a floating condition when the 
breakers 250A, 250B, 250C, 250N of Wilson et al. are open. 

There is no motivation to combine them. 

As a result for claims 1-19 the allowability resides, at least in part, in the above- 
described limitations, in combination with the other elements of each of the claims, 
which has not been disclosed in or rendered obvious by the Prior Art.
